A PUNCH 


DETERMINED to bring package 
freight back to the waterways of the 
Great Lakes, a special “crash” com- 
mittee of business and public lead- 
ers in the Upper Midwest is about 
to launch a bold experiment. 

According to Jeno F. Paulucci, pres- 
ident of Chun King Food Products 
and chairman of the group, the com- 
mittee’s plan is to load trailers and 
carload containers on the decktops 
of iron ore and grain boats plying 
between Duluth and Buffalo via in- 
termediate cities. 


Modified ‘’Fishyback”’ 

This deck space, Mr. Paulucci 
points out, is now wasted. Putting 
it to work, under a modified “fishy- 
back” system, he believes, will re- 
duce the cost of moving a hundred- 
weight of packaged goods from Du 
luth to New York or vice versa from 
$1.30 (the price by rail) to a maxi- 
mum of $1.10, including dockside 
handling. With any substantial back 
haul on the New York to Duluth run, 
meanwhile, the cost could well be 
trimmed to 80 cents, Mr. Paulucci 
concluded. 

Basically, the renewed interest Up- 
per Midwestern shippers are display- 
ing in Great Lakes package freight 
—which includes shipments other 
than bulk iten’s such as iron ore, 
grain, limestone, and coal—stems from 
the effectiveness of this type of trans- 
portation in the period just prior to 
World War Two. With the onset 
of the conflict, however, the fleet 
devoted to these freight movements 
was commandeered by the govern- 
ment. Rising costs of dockside han- 
dling and damage since have pre 
vented a return of this shipping. 

The deck-top operation outlined 
by the Midwestern committee is de- 
signed to reestablish package freight 
on the Great Lakes. Utilizing exist- 
ing facilities, it promises to reduce 
dockside handling to approximately 
10 cents per cwt and to make avail- 
able to shippers a cheap, dependable, 
and highly effective means of mov 
ing their goods. - 

Translating theorv into action. the 
Paulucci group has already negotiat 
ed with the Fruehauf Trailer Com 
pany and the Dorsey Trailer Compa- 
ny to provide the necessary vehicles 
and containers for the experiment,

AN INTEGRATED, STREAMLINED 
transportation network, potentially of paramount im- 
portance to the American shipper, may be in the 
offing as the result of a tradition-shattering, forward- 
looking step taken by the Customer Relations Council 
of the ATA at its annual Spring Meeting in Miami 
last month. 

Looking to the future and fully recognizing the 
vast possibilities of a transport web welding together 
the air and trucking fields, the CRC — in the first such 
action in its history — has placed itself on record as 
favoring closer ties between motor and air carriers 
and is about to launch a project aimed at exploring 
the wavs and means by which a better working rela- 
tionship between the two groups may be attained 

To this end, a spec ial CRC unit, composed of some 
of the organization's most influential members, is al- 
ready being formed to analyze thoroughly all facets 
of air-surface cooperation and to work with a similar 
group of sales executives affiliated with the Air Trans- 
port Association to de velop further integration of the 
two transport systems. 

It was R. L. Mangold, Manager, Air Cargo Sales 
United Air Lines, who first lent impetus to the devel- 
oping integration movement at the four-dav CRC ses- 
sion held at Miami's plush Balmoral Hotel. In a fact- 
pac ked. persuasive speech, he announced that he had 
a proposal, originating with the Air Transport Associa- 
tion, to put before the Council.

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How To Cut Wooden Pallet Costs 
By Proper Handling And Maintenance 


USED CORRECTLY and properly cared for, the av- 
erage wooden pallet has a lengthy trouble-free serv- 
ice life. As a matter of fact, handled and maintained 
with only a reasonable degree of attention, it may be 
counted upon to serve indefinitely as one of the 
keystones of a sound, economical, and effective ma- 
terials handling program. 

Nevertheless, as the National Wooden Pallet Manu- 
facturers Association points out, faulty work habits, 
inadequate maintenance, and just plain carelessness 
are sending pallet costs skyrocketing at all too many 
plants around the nation. Failure to teach sensible 
equipment usage; faulty repair techniques; or the 
absence of any utilization-maintenance program alto- 
gether, are sharply reducing the lifespan of what 
might normally be considered an extremely durable 
MH component. 


Pallet Protection 


Actually, the fact is that there is really nothing 
to pallet protection. The personnel of any firm can 
get the most out of the pallets they use, at the lowest 
possible expenditure, simply by understanding a few 
fundamental rules and making a genuine effort to fol- 
low them. 

To begin with, the effective pallet protection pro- 
gram emphasizes preventive measures as well as ade-

quate repair techniques. At such firms as the Mem- 
phis (Tennessee) Hardwood Flooring Company and 
the H. J. Heinz Company of Pittsburgh — concerns 
which have long stressed pallet damage control — 
the lifespan of the average pallet employed in mate- 
rials handling has been upped significantly. 

Of prime importance to the safe and effective use 
of pallets, experts generally agree, is the careful se- 
lection by a firm of its MH personnel. Intelligence 
and experience in the field should be only two of 
the factors considered before an employee is permitted 
to operate MH devices and handle pallets and similar 
equipment on his own. The man’s ability to under- 
stand and follow orders; the adequacy of his “safety 
sense”; and the efficiency of his work habits should 
also be taken into account. 

Once an effective MH force has been assembled, 
the company using pallets would do well to eye its 
equipment and decide whether or not the design and 
construction of its MH machinery jibe with the pallet 
tasks entrusted to them. Of paramount importance in 
this respect is the recommendation of pallet experts 
that fork arms on handling devices be as long as the 
depth of the pallet’s fork entries, or, at the outside, 
not more than two inches shorter than such entries. 
(See Figure A.) 

There’s a solid reason for this suggestion. MH de- 
vices failing to measure up to this requirement can 
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be relied on to inflict heavy damage on the pallets 
they are assigned to handle and to create situations 
where even the safety of MH personnel may be at 
stake. 

With the gathering of a sound and efficient working 
force, and the employment of the right kind of equip- 
ment, the foundation has been put:down for the 
establishment of a highly successful pallet care and 
maintenance program. The next phase involves the 
blueprinting of procedures vital to the reduction of 
improper and careless pallet use. 


Damage Prevention 


Based on the experiences of thousands of pallet 
users over the vears, here are a number of rules to 
be followed in the prevention of pallet damage. They 
might well be used to advantage by companies intent 
on reducing their pallet costs and seeking tested ways 
to do so. 


A. Handling equipment should be moved into posi- 
tion carefully and the load engaged properly. 
In a safe and effective position for pallet han- 
dling, equipment will be square with the load. 
(See Figure B.) 

B. Once ready, equipment should be driven for- 
ward s-l-o-w-ly, until the load and the carriage 
touch. Rushing into the load and jarring it, 
even slightly, should be avoided, as accidents 
of this type are an important factor in pallet 
and load damage. 

C. It makes sense to space handling equipment 
forks as far from each other as possible, thus 
providing for a more equitable weight distribu- 
tion. (See Figure C.) 

D. When engaging a pallet, forks should always 
be kept level. Pallets should never be penetrat- 
ed with forks that are tilted. 

E. In entering or moving away from a pallet, forks 
must never be allowed to strike the stringer. 
(See Figure D.) Care should likewise be exer- 
cised not to slue the pallet around with one 
fork in order to line it up for two fork entry. 

F. It is poor policy to remove the top pallet in a 
pile by sliding it off and permitting it to crash 
to the ground. This tvpe of inefficiency loosens 
fastenings and may also result in damage to 
deckboards. (See Figure E. ) 

G. Finally, pallets must be loaded properly and 
never forced to sustain heavier weights than 
they are designed to handle. Poor loading meth- 
ods can lead to severe and costly damage. 
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Common sense, care, and a basic comprehension 
of the strengths and limitations of pallets will go far 
toward adding to the service lifespan of these key 
MH components. So will a carefully planned, wisely 
implemented program of maintenance. 

According to the National Wooden Pallet Manufac- 
turers Association, “neglect of pallets, once they are 
in use, can be one of the most costly practices en- 
countered in materials handling.” Yet, the fact remains 
that most types of wooden pallet damage can be 
repaired easily, economically, and speedily.

The following guides are recommended in the main- 
taining and repairing of pallets: 


1. Determine the amount of repair work the dam- 
aged pallet requires. A good rule to follow in 
this instance is never to repair a pallet needing 
complete dismantling and reassembly. or a pallet

Air-Parcel Post Shipments Lick 
Printers Delivery Headaches 


MANY A BUSINESSMAN might be inclined to 
dismiss the purchase of business cards as a routine 
thing, best handled by a secretary or a clerk picking 
up a telephone and calling a local printer. 

To Frank H. Rimmer, board chairman of the Re- 
lief Printing Company in Boston, however, business 
cards are no trifling matter. His company produces, 
sells, and ships over 250 million of them annually 
to concerns all over the nation. The cards, worth 
over $1,500,000, are shipped to cities and towns in 
every part of the United States under a shipping 
program pioneered and developed by Mr. Rimmer, 
and fast becoming a standard shipping procedure for 
many companies whose products lend themselves to 
small package, parcel post shipments. 


Capable Combination 


Mr. Rimmer lays claim not only to the development 
of the relief printing process, a patented system of 
raising ink on cards to give the impression of en- 
graving at a much lower price, but to cost-cutting 
procedures in production and shipping. These tech- 
niques enabled him to compete effectively not only 
in quality and price, but in extra-fast delivery to all 
parts of the country, the West Coast included. His 
system? A combination of air freight and parcel post. 

“Several years ago, we posed for ourselves the task 
of getting thousands of shipments of business cards 
from our Boston plant to California and Chicago on an 
overnight shipping basis, so that we could compete 
as though our plant were located in those areas,” 
says Mr. Rimmer. “Parcel post shipment to Chica-

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go took three or four days and at least a week to 
California.” 

Because most business card shipments were rela- 
tively small, involving one-pound packages containing 
250 cards and two-pound packages of 500 cards, Mr. 
Rimmer sought a way to ship his parcels in bulk via 
air freight and have the individual packages deliv- 
ered by parcel post, without having to pay air parcel 
post rates and getting knocked off his competitive feet. 

Consulting American Airlines Airfreight officials in 
Boston, Mr. Rimmer found that the carrier would

At this counter, address labels are affixed and 


accept 100-pound bulk packages, made up of many 
smaller packages for shipment to Chicago and Los 
Angeles, at minimum air freight rates. The big obsta- 
cle, he found, involved getting postmasters in Chicago 
and Los Angeles to open the 100-pound packages and 
put the smaller packages with metered stamps on them 
into regular “local” parcel post service. Post Office reg- 
ulations did not permit metered postage to be pur- 
chased in Boston, and used on packages outbound 
from a Los Angeles or Chicago Post Office. 
Undaunted by the regulations, Mr. Rimmer start- 
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individual card boxes closed and sealed. 


ed making his shipments by having his employees 
affix regular stamps to the packages, with enough 
postage on each to cover parcel post zone 1 and up 
postage in Los Angeles and Chicago. Then he headed 
for Washington, D. C., and a series of conferences 
with Post Office officials. 


Ruling For Relief 


After eight months of conducting his own personal 
lobbying activity in the capital, Mr. Rimmer finally 
received a special postage meter permit from the As- 
sistant Postmaster General enabling Relief Printing 
to purchase Los Angeles metered postage in Boston. 
The favorable ruling. however, came only after Relief 
Printing emplovees had spent interminable hours affix- 
ing stamps by hand on all outgoing parcels. 

The Post Office shift secured by Mr. Rimmer opened 
a door for his air freight carrier — and other airlines — 
to introduce a special service designed not only for 
parcel post, but for Rail Express as well. Small pack- 
age shippers could now prepare their packages with 
meter stamps bearing a distant city’s postmark; bulk 
ship them: and have the individual packages deliv- 
ered to their final destinations by parcel post at local 
rates. 

Although air freight costs have edged up slightly 
since the plan was initiated, comparative costs clearly 
show the advantage accruing to small shippers using 
“the Rimmer method.” The printing executive points 
out the difference on a typical 250-card, one-pound 
package shipped to California, as follows: 


Pro-Rata 1 !b. Air Freight Rate to Los Angeles $.33 
Local Parcel Post Zone Rate in Los Angeles -18 


Total Cost Per Package $.51

Compared with Air Mail Parcel Post rates, the sav- 
ings are even more significant. For example, a one- 
pound package mailed by Air Mail Parcel Post from 
Boston to Los Angeles would cost $.80 for overnight 
delivery, or $.29 more than the cost of the combined 
air freight, parcel post method. 

On two-pound packages, the savings are even great- 
er. Here, a two-pound package shipped by combina- 
tion parcel post and air freight would cost a total 
of $.86 compared to an air parcel post rate of $1.60, 
or a saving of $.74 per package. 


Delayed Deliveries 


With this method of shipment worked out, Mr. 
Rimmer ran into further unanticipated difficulties re- 
sulting from complaints of delaved deliveries caused 
by bad flying weather. Customers would note the 
date stamps on their parcels and complain that mail 
was being delayed en route. This problem was over- 
come by Mr. Rimmer when the Post Office granted 
permission to have air freight parcel post shipped 
with all dates eliminated from meter stamps. 

Shortly after evolving a plan for Los Angeles ship- 
ments, Mr. Rimmer began to use the same system for 
Chicago-bound packages. Instead of depositing orders 
destined for points west of Chicago in the Boston Post 
Office for regular parcel post delivery, Mr. Rimmer 
speeded shipments by taking to the air and mailing 
his packages at the Chicago Post Office. 
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Mr. Rimmer now envisions the time when Chicago 
tonnage will be broken up and shipped directly to 
specific western states, and later on to other states 
along the entire Atlantic Seaboard. His ultimate hope 
is that the Post Office Department will inaugurate 
the service, so that even small small-package senders 
may utilize the combination air freight and parcel 
post service by having the post office do the sorting 
and bulk packaging. 

“The air freight differential,” says Mr. Rimmer, “is 
only slightly more than two cents on a shipment in- 
volving 250 business cards headed for points west 
of Chicago.” Air freight costs are prorated as follows: 
on shipments to Chicago, the cost of a 100-pound 
air freight bulk package is $12.35. The cooperative 
air freight shipment rate is shared by each of Mr. 
Rimmers customers. 

Unlike Mr. Rimmer, western shippers benefit addi- 
tionally by using air freight-parcel post shipping meth- 
od because of air freight differentials that aid west- 
to-east shippers. Differentials favoring these shippers 
offered as inducements to getting western consignees 
to ship by air, so that cargocraft traveling from west 
to east will operate closer to capacity. 

For example, the 100 pound rate from Boston to 
Los Angeles by American Airlines is $28.15. From 
Los Angeles to Boston, the rate drops to $16.95, de- 
pending on the commodity. The result is a combina- 
tion air freight-parcel post rate equal to the cost of 
parcel post alone. 

Mr. Rimmer ships about 35,000 pounds of cards by 
this method every year, with the amount increasing 
steadily. His customers include such business blue- 


bloods as: General Motors, B. F. Goodrich, American

Item 2102: Cloth only, excluding Finished Textile Man- 
ufactured Articles. Proposed rate: $1 per kilogram, from 
New York to Lisbon. Minimum weight: 45 kilograms.

According to W. Greenway, BOAC’s cargo sales officer 
for the United States, the schedule provides for 4 east- 
west flights weekly—two from New York to Sydney, via 
San Francisco, over the BOAC network, and the other 
pair connecting at San Francisco with outbound Qantas 
flights. 


Air Cargo News tips its hat to Eagle Airways, Limited. 
A newcomer to commercial aviation, Eagle last week in- 
augurated regularly scheduled air service between New 
York and Bermuda. Using a fleet of Viscount 805s, the 
run established by the airline calls for daily flights to 
and from the United States. 


Pan American World Airways has announced that it led 
all other carriers in cargo flown across the Atlantic during 
the first quarter of “58. PAA’s total: 2,271,000 pounds of 
skyborne freight. 


Machinery and machine parts maintained their top 
ranking in 1957 as the leading commodities in air freight 
tonnage carried by United Air Lines, the carrier has just 
revealed. Cut flowers; electrical equipment and _ parts; 
wearing apparel; and printed matter followed in that 
order. 


Trans-Atlantic air lanes are in for some serious traffic 
jams this summer, unless current flight routing and plan- 
ning procedures are drastically revamped, the CAA has 
warned.

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Can two-way radios, employed in dispatching mate- 
rials handling equipment at airfields, reduce expenses and 
streamline the loading, unloading, and storage of freight? 


An intensive, year-long investigation to be launched 
this July by the Air Force’s cost-conscious Air Material 
Command should provide the answer. Calling for the use 
of two-way radios to direct MH operations, the project 
could conceivably save the AMC as much as $10,000,000 
a year and pave the way for similar developments in 
commercial aviation. 


This is the AMC plan: Two-way radios will be installed 
in selected pieces of equipment at the Mobile and Okla- 
homa City Air Material Areas. Directed by radio from a 
central broadcasting station, the MH devices will then be 
moved to where they are needed most at any given time. 


According to AMC officials, the scheme—if successful— 
should make it possible for the command to trim its MH 
machinery down from 5,100 pieces to 3,400. The right 
kind of communications setup, they hold, will make the 
movement of the right kind of MH unit to the right job 
at the right time a reality, reducing operational costs and 
raising freight handling operations at AMC bases to a 
level of efficiency never before attained. 


A “must” for global sky shippers is the International 
Air Transport Association’s newly revised edition of “Reg- 
ulations Relating To The Carriage of Restricted Articles 
By Air.” 


The revamped guide contains a detailed listing and 
breakdown of the handling techniques to be employed in 
the consignment of some 2,500 “special” commodities. An 
understanding of these procedures on the part of the 
shipper will ensure the safe and speedy transport of. his 
goods through the air by foreign, as well as domestic, 
carriers. 


Air Cargo News has been informed that a leading 
British aircraft manufacturer is experimenting with a 
revolutionary new type of plane. Dubbed “The Heliliner,” 
the craft is being tested as an answer to the multiple 
problems involved in intercity sky transport. 


Half helicopter, half plane, the “Heliliner” reportedly 
has a cargo capacity of 4% tons. As a consequence of its 
unique ability to take off and land in restricted areas, 
and, when in flight, to assume the character and speed 
of an airplane, the “Heliliner” is said to be capable of 
making a 400 mile air freight pickup and delivery in less 
than two hours. 


“A major break-through in air freight containerization.” 
That’s the way the Grumman Aircraft Engineering Cor- 
poration and American Airlines are describing their “Paul 
Bunyan Box”—the culmination of an intensive joint project 


aimed at evolving a container specifically for the protec- 
tion of sky cargo. 


Constructed of aluminum, the lightweight “Bunyan 
Box” is 84 inches long, 42 inches high, and 62 inches 
deep. It has a full length hinged door, which can be 
locked and sealed; is mounted on eight roller bearing 
caster wheels; and is said to be completely weatherproof. 


The unit, enthusiastic AA officials report, is designed 
to provide faster freight handling all along the line. They

emphasize that its construction offers greater protection 
against cargo loss and damage; eliminates excessive pack- 
aging costs; and—as a container which can be locked and 
sealed—affords the shipper maximum security against 
pilferage. 


For several months prior to the recent AA-Grumman 
announcement, the “Bunyan Box” underwent a series of 
tests to determine its strength and protective abilities un- 
der all types of shipping conditions. The results? More 
than satisfactory, AA officials assert. 


“Our exhaustive tests on the container have proven 
that its ultra-light weight results in very high volume to 
weight ratios. Its rugged construction, moreover, requires 
minimum maintenance,” they report. 


The airline has already placed an initial order for 
the “Bunyan Box” sufficient to serve all of the major 
freight cities on its system. Delivery of the first units is 
expected shortly. 
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Lending wings to the art of Sir Winston Churchill, 
Emery Air Freight last month handled the largest con- 
signment of paintings ever shipped via air cargo. The 
1800-pound shipment, consisting of 35 works by the vener- 
able British statesman, was transported from New York 
International Airport to the Art Gallery of Toronto. 


Underscoring the skyrocketing importance of air freight 
as a means of moving fresh flowers to the markets of the 
world, the Flying Tiger Line participated in the 13th 
annual Santa Barbara International Orchid Show last 
month. 


The carrier's exhibit portrayed the evolution of orchid 
growing in California and graphically illustrated how the 
speed and efficiency of air cargo are enabling growers to 
reach around the world in the distribution of their horti- 
cultural products. 


Flowers-for-sale are currently a major industry in Calli- 
fornia. It was estimated recently that last year alone, 
California flower producers flew some $35,000,000 worth 
of blooms to distant points all over the globe. 


Precision lenses, totaling nearly 400 pounds and de- 
signed for use in a mammoth camera to be employed in 
the tracking of U.S. earth satellites, are loaded aboard a 
Pan American World Airways Clipper at New York Inter- 
national Airport for shipment to South Africa. (See photo 
below.) The lenses were moved by truck from the Smith- 
sonia Institution at Cambridge, Massachusetts, for use 
in the $100,000 camera—one of five being maintained at 
key “watching stations” around the globe. 
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Lockheed’s fabulous C-130 Hercules has done it again! 
Assigned to the Tactical Air Command, the big, super- 
powered cargoplane—being eyed with more and more 
interest by commercial air cargo carriers—covered the 
distance from southern Japan to Hawaii in just under 11 
hours. Average speed: 354 miles per hour. Altitude: 30,- 
000 feet. 


How has the current U.S. business slump affected sky 
shipments? Air Cargo News’ “capsule survey” of the majors 
evoked the following replies: 


Emery Air Freight reports that shipments are running 
20 to 25 percent lower in weight than they were early 
last year. Air Express International, on the other hand, 
reportedly is well ahead of its 57 cargo total. So is Pan 
American. 


Sabena Belgian World Airlines, for its part, has felt 
“little, if any” pressure from the business decline, while 
Riddle Airlines reports that “overall shipments are holding 
up nicely.” 


The 82nd airline to join the International Air Transport 
Association, Trans Caribbean Airways, has been admitted 
to associate membership in the organization. TCA went 
into operation between New York and San Juan, Puerto 
Rico, earlier this year. 


CARGO CAPSULES: Registering a reported saving of 
almost 24 hours in the delivery of consignments dis- 
patched from New England to the rest of the nation, an 
integrated truck-plane service—centered primarily in Con- 
necticut—has been inaugurated by the Emery Air Freight 
Corporation. The project links late afternoon truck pick-ups 
from manufacturers with evening cargo flights out of 
New York airports. 


Lindbergh Field, San Diego’s muncipal airport, has 
been officially designated as “an airport of entrance and 
departure for aircraft with destinations in the interior of 
Mexico” . . . A brand-new air freight terminal, established 
jointly by air carriers flying in and out of Memphis, has 
swung into operation at the city’s Municipal Airport . . . 
Shannon Airport, Ireland, is one of the world’s fastest 
growing air facilities. With permission granted to Qantas 
to enjoy full traffic rights at the field, the number of air- 
lines utilizing Shannon has climbed to 11. Other airlines 
employing Shannon as a stopover point, include Air 
France, Alitalia, E] Al, KLM, Lufthansa, Pan American, 
Sabena, Seaboard & Western, Swissair, and TWA.

cilities, peak period binds, and the 
like, it will probably come in the 
guise of a night shift. Of necessity, 
we used a night shift several 
months ago to handle an extremely 
heavy shipping schedule and were 
so impressed with its advantages 
that we hope to maintain it as a 
permanent working force in our or- 
ganization. 

From the very outset, the pro- 
ductivity of the night shift far 
outstripped that of the day force. 
Estimates now indicate that out- 
put per man was approximately 
25 percent higher on the night 
shift than on the day shift. Even 
if a shift premium bonus were 
paid to the men working nights, 
the cost per unit still would be 
less when figured in terms of ulti- 
mate output. 


Efficiency Factors 


There are several factors which 
contribute to this increased effi- 
ciency and output. First, the night 
shift is not bothered by interrup- 
tions of any sort. Its work is laid 
out in advance and it merely has 
to tackle its workload, without be- 
ing bothered by outside interrup- 
tions or changes in shipping sched- 
ules which invariably occur during 
the day operation. In effect, a ship- 
per is a shipper only when he is on 
the night shift. In many operations, 
shippers on the day shift have to 
perform a variety of other duties 
because of situations which sudden- 
ly arise. 

Another reason for this in- 
creased output is a psychological 
one. We have found that night 
shift personnel have a much high- 
er esprit de corps and a feeling 
of togetherness. They invariably 
are less concerned with doings in 
other departments or alleged in- 
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Facilities, 


equities between their department 
and others than day shift person- 
nel are. We have found that there 
is a great deal of pride in the work 
of the night shift, a feeling which 
usually comes when individuals

work together in the isolation of 
night. 

Because they have little contact 
with others, they put more empha- 
sis on the importance of their jobs. 
Morale among night shift employ- 
ees is far higher than among day 
shift personnel. Again, this is par- 
tially due to the “aloneness” which 
they experience, plus the sharing of 
facilities, such as hot plates and 
stoves, on which they are allowed 
to prepare their lunches and coffee 
break snacks. Using these, thev are 
more or less on the honor system, 
another factor which is conducive 
to better performance. 

Of even more importance than 
increased productivity are the econ- 
omies which we enjov through a 
night shift operation. By far the 
greatest advantage is being able 
to use equipment and space in a 
dual operation. For example, two 
fork trucks can cover the workload 
of a two-shift operation whereas 
four fork trucks would be needed 
if the night shift personnel were 
added to the day shift operation. 
This is true of all equipment, such 
as tape shooters, materials handling 
equipment, shipping facilities and 
met-r machines. In effect, we are 
getting 16 hours use out of our

equipment rather than $8, which 
would be normal on a_ one-shift 
operation. By the same token,, in- 
creases in space are not necessary 
when two shifts use the same fa- 
cilities. 

Of equal importance, as far as 
advantages are concerned, is that 
the night shift gives us complete 
elasticity of operation. If a day's 
run on orders is extremely heavy 
on parcel post, for example, we 
can divert truck orders to the night 
shift, or vice versa. By and large, 
however, we find our greatest sav- 
ing is in having the night. shift 
prepare truck orders. Many of the 
larger carriers have their morning 
delivery truck drop off their cargo 
at our receiving terminal and have 
the same truck pick up the out- 
going load. 


Early Delivery 


This means, first, that our mer- 
chandise is delivered to the car- 
riers terminal early in the day and 
can leave his terminal ahead of oth- 
er merchandise picked up later. 
Secondly, if we have an extremely 
heavy day, we can re-utilize the 
truck ready area and have a sec- 
ond pick-up in the afternoon. 

Actually, this results in a saving 
of two day's transit time to our 
dealers. This is how it works. With 
a one-shift operation, a truck or- 
der might be delivered to the ship- 
ping area for preparation late on 
a Monday night. Because these 
orders have to be prepared with 
shipping documents and so forth it 
is conceivable that the order would 
not be ready for shipment. until 
late Tuesday afternoon. If the car- 
rier normally picked up early Tues- 
day atternoon, the shipment would 
wait to be picked up until Wed- 
nesday. Now, however, a truck or- 
der reaching the distribution cen- 
ter late Monday afternoon o1

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Piggyback, Fishyback Analyzed At Jam- 
Packed Eastern Division SIPMHE Meeting 


The spotlight was on “piggyback” and “fishyback” 
at the April meeting of the Eastern Division of 
SIPMHE. With William M. Rodgers, Division Trat- 
fic Manager, RCA International, in the moderator’s 
chair, both of these freight developments and _ their 
growing importance to the American shipper were 
analyzed thoroughly. 

Leading off the discussion session by emphasizing 
that carriers need help if they are to evolve more 
efficient, cost-cutting cargo procedures, Mr. Rodgers 
declared: “They cannot continue to increase rates. 
Nor can the shipper continue indefinitely to pass on 
his freight increases to the public. 

“We must cut inefficiency — especially in materials 
handling —if the interests of both the carrier and the 
shipper are to be served to best advantage.” 

According to Mr. Rodgers, there are two steps that 
may be taken in shipping and receiving which will 


expedite the transport of goods. He suggested that 
materials, pallets, and skids be “kept at the ready” 
at the shipper or consignee’s truck door before the 
carrier arrives and that, before any material is moved 
from the shipping platform, the truck be unloaded 
completely and permitted to go on its way. 

“If we reduce the manpower and equipment tied 
up, then we can request reduced rates,” Moderator 
Rodgers asserted. “We are on the verge of a trans- 
portation revolution. In the next 10 to 15 years, we 
will see helicopters, nuclear-powered ships, greater 
rail-truck combinations. We must change to meet these 
changes.” 

Following Mr. Rodgers’ informative talk, Roy L. Mil- 
bourne, Assistant to the Vice President, Freight Sales 
and Service, announced that his railroad is about to 
enter the “piggyback” field with its brand-new “Flexi- 
Van Service” between New York and Chicago, and 
Chicago and Detroit. 

The new service, Mr. Milbourne reported, operates

Low Cost Air Shipping Service Utilizes Stamps 


FLOWN FROM NEW YORK to Los Angeles via 
the fastest possible air cargo service, a 20-pound pack- 
age costs the shipper $17.08 in transport and related 
charges. By standard air freight, the cost of moving 
a consignment of similar dimensions between the 
same points runs to $19.70; by air parcel post, $16.20; 
and oy “express” rail transportation, $5.42. For straight 
parcel post, the charges involved come to about $3.95. 

Inaugurated last month, a new service now bids 
fair to offer still another effective method of shipping 
packages under 40 pounds to coast-to-coast destina- 
tions. Labeled “Parcel Air” and sponsored by Ameri- 
can Shippers, Incorporated, the system reportedly is 
geared to provide one-to-three day delivery to any 
town in the United States, at rates which have been 
described as being comparable to those charged for 
fast surface transportation. 

The cost of shipping a 20-pound parcel from New 
York to Los Angeles? Just 36.65 — pickup, delivery, 
and insurance up to a valuation of $50 included. 

Explained Gerow F. Miles, vice president in charge 
of sales for the carrier: “Our transport procedure 
utilizes a unique pre-paid stamp plan, plus a simpli- 
fied method of billing. Actually, what we have at- 
tempted to do is to combine speedy air freight service 
with truck or parcel post delivery, at rates comparable 
to those assessed in moving a package via fast sur- 
face transport.” 
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Here’s how the new system operates: to begin with. 
the shipper purchases a book of company-issued 
stamps. These stamps come in three denominations — 
5 cents, 25 cents, and $1. At the same time, he is pro- 
vided with a detailed chart listing the carrier's rates to 
various points around the country. A key feature of 
this rate schedule is the fact that carriage charges 
have been established on a state-to-state basis. The 
expenses involved in shipping to different localities 
within the same state, therefore, are identical. 

Having acquired his rate chart and stamps, when the

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damaged deckboards, nails should either be 
clipped off with a cutter or driven in flush with 
the wood surface. Preferable: Cutting the nails 
off. Never break nails off or extract them from 
stringers or blocks, since this may result in dam- 
age to these parts. (See Figure H.) 

5. In attaching a new deckboard, make certain that 
the position of the board is shifted slightly, so 
that the new nailing doesn't hit nail parts left 
in the stringer or block, or doesn’t enter the old 
nail hole. This is vital if maximum nail holding 
power is to be attained. 


Reportedly, about three-quarters of all damage to 
pallets occurs in end deckboards. With regard to 
double-face style, non-reversible pallets, these injuries 
largely affect the two top-edge deckboards. In reversi- 
ble,double-tace pallets, on the other hand, top and 
bottom edge deckboards account for the heaviest 
damage. By following the guide rules set down pre- 
viously, however, this type of damage may be kept 
to a minimum and pallets of the tvpes just mentioned 
— shown in Figure | — will be endowed with a longer 


service life. 


The NWPMA also makes the following general sug- 


gestions tor pallet care: 


l. Proper entry into pallet fork openings may be 
facilitated by placing a leveling mark on the 
masts of all fork-litt trucks. This will show the 
operator when his forks are parallel to the floor 
and thus are in the best possible position for 
entering or withdrawing from pallet openings. 
“Level-O-Meter” devices may also utilized 
effectively. See Figure K. 


2. When pallets are utilized out-of-doors and_ in 


relatively cold storage centers, where wide vari- 
ations in moisture make themselves felt, it is sug- 
gested that pallets be treated with suitable com- 
bination wood preservatives and water repellents.

shipper is ready to use the newly-launched air-truck- 
parcel post service, he determines his own charges; 
affixes the necessary stamps to his packages; and ar- 
ranges for the carrier to pick them up. A single 
shipper’s manifest, accommodating up to 20 separate 
consignments, is the only paperwork involved in dis- 
patching goods via “ParcelAir.” Eliminated are indi- 
vidual waybills, costly and time consuming audits, 
and consultations with the carrier to ascertain freight 
rates to various areas of the nation. 

Once on their way, the shipper’s parcels move by 
regularly scheduled skyfreight to the air facility near- 
destination. If the 
packages are bound for a major American city, the 
entire trip will be made by air. Should they be des- 


est the consignment’s ultimate 


tined for a smaller community, however, the carrier 
will either deliver them from the airport by truck — 
in those areas in which carrier truck service is avail- 
able — or drop them off at a post office for delivery by 
parcel post. In either event, all truck or parcel post 
expenditures involved are absorbed by the carrier. 

Aside from explosives or other dangerous commodi- 
ties banned from cargocraft by CAB decree, there are 
no limitations on the commodities that may be dis- 
patched by the shipper. The only other restriction 
imposed fixes 40 pounds as the maximum weight the 
carrier will handle in its processing of cargo. 

The market potential for their new air-truck-parcel 
post organization, company officials believe, is enor- 
mous. They point out that, in New York Citv alone, 
1,250,000 parcel packages are mailed every 
working day of the week. In Chicago and Philadelphia, 
more than 900,000 such packages pass through post 
offices daily.
